Clay, Ky., Aug. 4.—-Bodies of sev­ 
en miners had been recovered up to 
1:30 o’clock this afternoon from a 
wreck of mine No. 7 of the 
West 
Coal property, destroyed by an ex­ 
plosion at 7 o’clock this morning. 
All but forty-nine of the 180 men 
who were entombed by the explosion 
had been rescued, many of 
them 
badly burned or crushed. 
The injured were taken to Evans­ 
ville, Ind., hospitals on a 
special 
train. 
Victims of the disaster are 
non-union miners taking the place 
of union men during the strike which 
has been in progress. 
The list of 
kaoWn dead includes three whites 
and four negroes. 
Rescuing parties believed most of 
the 49 men still entombed could be 
taken out alive. 
The condition of 
some of those already removed from 
the shaft is said to be serious and 
additional deaths are expected. 
Rumors that the explosion was 
the result of activities of striking 
miners were denied by officers of 
the company this afternoon.

An unknown man, probably from 
the vicinity 
of Manilla, 
used the 
name of a dead man who formerly 
lived at Manilla as a means of swin­ 
dling two automobiles firms in Indi­ 
anapolis. 
The man said his name was Harry 
J. Kuntz and that he lived on a farm 
near Manilla. 
Investigation today 
disclosed that H arry J. Kuntz had 
been dead for more than two years 
and that there is no other man by 
the same name living in or near Man­ 
illa. 
H arry J. Kuntz joined the re­ 
gular army over two years ago and 
was sent to the Columbus, O., bar­ 
racks, where he died. 
The unknown man succeeded in 
buying a second-hand touring car 
with a worthless check for $575. 
He then sold the car at 
another 
place for $300 and was in the act of 
purchasing a large touring car for 
$1,050 with another worthless check 
on the Manilla bank, when a tele­ 
phone call to the Manilla bank re­ 
vealed that the checks were fraudu­ 
lent. 
The Indianapolis Star today 
describes the circumstances as fol­ 
lows: 
Two 
automobile firms 
were vic­ 
tims pf a check swindle, and pre­ 
cautions prevented another, at the 
hands of a stranger who approached 
the companies in the guise of a pros­ 
perous farmer. 
The swindler first 
appeared at the salesrooms 
of a 
North Meridian street company, and 
offered a cheek for $575 to Conrad 
Riebe, salesman, in payment for a 
second-hand touring car, giving his 
name as Harry J. Kuntz. 
He told 
Riebe he was a farm er living near 
Manilla, Indiana. 
The cheek bore 
his signature and was drawn upon 
the Manilla State bank. 
Kuntz jok­ 
ingly remarked in making the deal 
that it seemed as if he had to buy a 
car every week to keep his bank ac­ 
count down to a reasonable figure. 
He appeared at a repair shop on 
Virginia avenue shortly afterw ards 
and accepted a cash offer of $300 
for the automobile. 
He 
told the 
owner of the shop that he was buy­ 
ing a larger car. 
Kuntz appeared 
a t the salesroom of another auto­ 
mobile 
company later in the 
day,* 
selected a large touring car, and 
wrote out a check on the Manilla 
bank for $1.050. The cashier at the 
store called the Manilla bank over 
the telephone and found the check 
was worthless. 
Kuntz disappeared 
while the telephone call was being 
friade. 
The police were notified and 
Detectives Morgan and Fields were 
assigned to the case.

Much better benefits may be de­ 
rived from the corn 
crop of Rush 
county if it is put into silos, than if 
is allowed to ripen and is sold after 
being harvested, according to C. M. 
McConnell of the Purdue experiment 
station, who 
opened a two 
days’ 
tour of Rush county in the interest 
of wider use of the silos on the farms 
of Rush 
county at 
Carthage 
last 
night. 
Not many people were pres­ 
ent for the meeting last night and he 
talked informally. 
Mr. McConnell spoke to farmers 
living in the vicinity of Rushville at 
three o’clock this afternoon at the 
court house assembly room. 
His 
third meeting will be held tonight at 
New Salem at eight o’clock. 
Mr. McConnell is making a tour of 
the state on an intensive campaign 
to bring about the erection of more 
silos as a good conservation meas­ 
ure. 
He is representing 
the state 
committee on food production and 
conservation. 
To make the campaign more ef­ 
fective, statistics w*ere gathered to 
show the exact number of silos in 
each 
county of the state. 
It w a s 
found t^at in Rush county, which is 
oneW f the largest corn producing 
counties in Indiana, there are only 
158 silos, which is one silo for every 
12.8 farms. 
Mr. McConnell recalled that many 
farmers are planning to harvest their 
corn and sell it on account of the 
high price of the grain, but that a 
chance of early frost, which might 
mean a serious loss to the crop if it 
is allowed to remain in the fields, 
and a 
decline in price, due 
to the 
great increase in the 
acreage 
this 
season, makes it much safer to use 
the silo for the crop. 
Mr. McConnell declared that silage 
is invaluable as a feed for cattle and 
sheep and is much more economical 
than straight corn. Every silo in the 
county, he urged, should be filled 
with this year’s crop. Mr. McConnell 
showed the benefits gained by farm ­ 
ers who own the silos in Rush county 
and urged the greater production of 
food through the erection of more 
silos.

porridge is a breakfast staple. 
In 


the form of rolled oats, nearly ev- 
ery family 
knows this excellent 


food. 
Unfortunately, we use 
oats 


in almost no other way. 
We are 


facing today a shortage in the wheat 
supply due to 
the 
prospect of a 


•short harvest and the necessity of 
feeding our allies in Europe. 
But 


the oat crop is not going to be short, 
indeed there is every prospect that 
it 
well 
be 
the 
largest 
in 
our 


history. 
Our fields will produce o- 


ver twelve hundred million bushels 
'of oats and every bushel is rich in 
the elements which make a valuable 
food. 
In many ways oats are the 


richest of our cereals. 
Oatmeal is 


unique in. the amount of protein anc 
fat it contains. Ninety-four perceni 
of Hie nitrogenous material is in the 
form of protein. The fat content is 
also high, nearly six per cent of the 
oatmeal being a valuable fat. 
This 


fat as well'as the character of the 
protein increases the susceptibility 
of ground oats products to spoilage. 
All oats have a tendency to become 
rancis or strong. It is probable that 
this fact has had much to do with 
the\>reventing the large use of' oats 
for human food. 
But most foods 


spoil quickly. Meats must be handl- 
d under peculiar conditions or they 
will never get to 
market. 
Fresh 


fruits spoil in a few days. , Even 
vegetables deteriorate rapidly. The 
cereals'spoil less rapidly than other 
\foods and 
oats 
themselves, 
un- 


ground, keep well over long periods. 


TJiere is no reason why millers of 


flour " should not greatly 
increase 


their output of oats 
products. 'In 


this time of food shortage, people of 
Europe \vho knows how to eat oats 
and horses of this country ought not 
to fee the only ones to porfit by our 
(wonderful oat crop.
